Whereas it appears that the inhabitants of 
certain localities in Ajmer City (mentioned 
in the attached list) are concerned in or abet- 
ting the commission of offences prejudicially 
affecting the public safety and the mainten- 
ance of public order, therefore, in exercise of 
the powers under Ordinance No. XX of 1942, 
it is hereby directed that a collective fine of 
Re. 75, 000 (Rupees seventy five thousand) is 
imposed on the inhabitants of that ar 0 «.
